He 
landed easily on a large open field 
at 30th and Peach street and jump- 
ing from 
the car, at 
once began 
repairs. 
He said he was delighted with the 
flight as far as he had gone, and al- 
though disappointed because of engine 
trouble, he deemed it advisable 
to 
take no unnecessary chances, as he 
was very anxious to get to New York 
by six this evening. The engine was 
doing all he had expected of it in 
speed, the distance between Cleveland 
and Erie being covered in thirty min- 
utes. 
Having completed repairs to the sa- 
line, Carlstrom decided to replenish 
.jis biiuply of gasoline and went into 
the cKy for that'purpose. 
Carlstrom 
left Ei-ie at 2:30 p. m. and will follow 
the lake to Buffalo.

BUILD 1,158 MILES 


OF STATE AID ROAD 


Year's Mileage Constructed at a Total 


Cost of $3,631,000, According to 


Engineer Hirst's State- 


ment.

Madison, Wis., Nov. 2.—In a state- 


ment issued today, A. R. Hirst, chief 
engineer of the state high-way com- 
mission states that during the present 
year 1,158 miles of state aid roads 
have been built at a cost of $3,631,- 
026.28. There . were 352 state aid 
bridges built at a cost of $540,068.11. 
Together the amount expended by the 
state during the season now closing 
totals $4,171,094, which is about the 
same amount as spent last year for 
the same purpose. 
The mileage added during the past 


summer and now 
being completed 


Kives Wisconsin a total of 4,850 miles 
of state aid highways built during the 
past five years the highway commis- 
sion has -been in existence. 
During 
the coming year it is expected that 
1,300 miles will be added to this total 
as there will 
be 
some $4,oOO,0000 
available for this purpose, according 
l°Of Fthe \,15& miles of road built this 
year, about 35 per cent was 
gracied 
only and not surfaced. There is add- 
ed 215 miles of stone and macadam 
road; 59 miles of concrete road; 10.2 
miles'of clay and stone road and about 
300 miles of crushed gravel and pit 
run gravel roacs. Up in 
Florence 
county JJve miles of iron ore roau was 
constructed. 
Sixteen miles of con- 
crete road was built in Outagamie 
county. Two miles of asphalt road 
was constructed in Milwaukee county. 
In addition 1:0 the state aid bndges 
constructed by the state and town- 
ships, there were 
433 new bridges 
built by the counties at 
a 
cost of 
$464 fi70. The state does not pay a 
ceiiL Eo.r these latter bridges.

Recent Issue Are Totally 
Different 


From Old 'Ones.—May Be Re- 


called Because of Initial. 


Janesville citizens now (have an op- 
portunity of seeing some of the new 
dimes issued hy the government re 
cently.- 
A shipment of one hundred 
has been received by the Rock Coun 
ry National Bank,, and other banks 
are expecting ordered shipments at 
any moment. 
The hew dunes . are radically dif 
ferent from the old ones. The "head' 
side Is made concave in much the 
same manner as the Lincoln pennies 
and the Buffao nickels are made. On 
this t'ace there is a head of Liberty 
with the 
word 
LIBERTY printec 
around the periphery of the coin. In 
the lower left 
hand 
corner is the 
motto, "IN GOD WE TRUST." 
On the reverse side is a design of 
a Roman 'fasces, for many centuries 
the symbol of authority and govern- 
ment." It is a battle axe, around the 
handle of which is grouped a number 
of rods fastened with bands. Behind 
this on the coin is a branch well laden 
with leaves. 
Around the periphery 
of this face are the words, United 
States of America, and at the bottom, 
One Dime. To the right of tbe fasces 
in small letters is Epluribus Unum. 
There has been more or less agita- 
tion in favor of suspending the issu- 
ance of these coins because of the 
appearance of a small "W" on the 
face of the coin. This is the initial 
of the artist, A. Weinmann, who de- 
signed the coin. It has been met with 
considerable opposition by many ot 
the treasury authorities, but as yet 
no definite action has been taken in 
the matter. 
It will be recalled that the first is- 
sue of the Lincoln -pennies bore the 
initials 
of 
the 
designer, and that 
these wero subsequently recalled and 
another issue without the initials was 
put out.
